BIG FIRE IN CHICAGO. 


Several Girls Killed and Big Property 


Loss Today.

CHICAGO, Nov. 22—A fire attended with 


loss of life broke out at 9.30 o'clock this 
morning in a seven-story building at 
Franklin and Van Buren streets. The 
fire originated on the fifth floor 'and the 
occupants, including men, women and 
children, became panic stricken 
and 


dashed for stairs, elevators and windows. 


Two girls, Nellie 'Turner and Kittle 


Landgraft, terrified with fright, rushed to 
the Van Buren street windows and de- 
•pite the cries of the crowd on the street 
to wait for ladders, threw themselves 
headlong into the street, breaking almost 
every bone in their bodies. They were 
taken to a hospital to die. A ladder was 
finally raised and the firemen rushed up 
just as another girl jumped from a win- 
4ow. A fireman caught ,her dress but 
could not Eave ber, and she fell to the 
pavement fatally injured. 


The fire spread rapidly and inside of ten 


minutes the inner portion of the building 
was a seething furnace of flames. The 
flre then jumped an alley and ignited a 
large seven-story building facing Franklin 
street. 
Both buildings doubtless are 


doomed and the loss it is estimated will 
exceed $300,000. 


SAY REV. SMITH IS INSANE. 


HI* Counsel Admits that Ke Wrote the

Stevens, the defendant's family physician, 
and a, couple of experts testified to symp- 
toms of insanity in Mr. Smith.

When the taking of testimony was con- 


cluded the court adjudged Rev. Mr. Smith 
insane. He is to be taken to the govern- 
ment asylum at Washington at once. 


£7,500,000 IN GOLD GOXE. 


How a Premium on Cold Coin Has Been 


Established.

NEW YORE. Nov. 22.—Up to noon today 


the total engagements and shipments of 
gold for the week has been $7,5X10,000, not- 
withstanding the enormous efflux the 
stock market has held tolerably steady. 


The assistant treasurer and superintend- 


ent of the Assay office have been author- 
ized by tbe treasury department to sell to 
gold exporters gold bars at one-sixteenth 
of one percent, premium. This covers 
the cost of melting bullion into coin, and 
the reduction is designed to induce expor- 
ters to take them in preference to coin.

MORE MASSACRES IN TURKEY-

A very sad accident occurred on Union 


street about 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
which may result in the death of the 
unfortunate victim. The scholars of the 
primary department of tho Union stceel 
school poured out of the building at 4 
o'clock with their usual romp and laugh- 
ter, and on reaching the sidewalk scamp- 
ered away toward their homes. Their 
chatter and shouts deadened the clatter of 
the hoofs, of a runaway horse ss it came 
tearing down Union street until the 
auiraal was within a short distance of 
them. Their sounds ,of merriment in- 
stantly changed to cries of a'arm as in 
fear the little ones r»n everywhere for 
safety. 


Emma, the six-years-eld child of John 


Trimble of 22 Cliff street, was crossing the 
road when the screams warned her of the 
approaching danger. When she looked 
up the street the maddened horse, with 
nothing but a pair of shafts attached, was 
within a few feet of her. Before she 
could cross, the horse Was upon her and 
in an instant she had been knocked aside 
and the animal had passed over the bridge 
and dowu the street, leaving the child 
prostrate in the road witn her face cov- 
ered with blood. 


The horse belonged to a peddler named 


Cohen, who lives at Fire Roads. He was 
hitching it to his cart when it was fright- 
ened by a dog and dashed aw ay, over- 
turning the cart and tearing loose the 
shafts. 
Down the steep hill it ran at 


furious speed, kicking the shafts high into 
the air at every jump. ' Dr. Stafford was 
driving a pair of spirited horses down 
Union 
street 
and 
when 
opposite 


the mill he noticed several persons 
a 
distance 
ahead 
of 
him 
wildly 


gesticulating. His attention was taken by 
his team, which were restive on account 
of the noise of the machinery in the mill. 
His first intimation of danger was when 
the runaway was fairly upon him. Going 
at lull speed it passed his carriage so 
closely that he might have reached out 
his hand and touched it. Fortunately for 
him the shafts at that instant were in the 
air or his carriage would have been caught 
and something serious would have re- 
sulted. 


Dr. Stafford drove rapidly after the 


flying horse and arrived at the scene of 
the accident immediately after it hap 
pened. He had the unconscious child re- 
moved to the nearest house, where be 
dressed her injuries. Sue had been struck 
in the forehead -direct],'- over her left eye, 
probably by the end of a thill, and the 
Dlow had caused a fracture of her skull. 
She bore no other marks of the collision 
except a few bruises about her face, under 
the eye. Sh" was soon removed to her 
icnie and when Been last evening was 
very drowsy, though not unconscious. 
Her condition is very critical and it is not 
yet possible to tell the outcome of the sad 
accident. 


While the crowd was collected about 


tho bouse on Union street a m»n came 
alone much excited and said he had been 
knocked down by the shafts at the upper 
end of the street, but had escaped with no 
more injury than a bad shaking up. The 
animal after running down the child sped 
on down Union street, turned the corner 
and went up Eagle street and on to River 
street, and WBS not stopped until it bud 
reached the Johnson ground bridge. No 
further damage was done by the runaway, 
but it caused some lively hustling on the 
part of a number of drivers to get out of 
its way. 
When the horse had passed Dr. Stafford's 
carriage it turned on to the side walk and 
two little girls sought safety in a door 
ynrd just in time to avoid being ran down. 
The horse continued its course on the 
walk for about fifty feet before taking the 
road again. Had it gone the length of 
the walk a most terrible accident would 
have resulted, as the walk but a short dis- 
tance beyond was filled with, the little 
children from school.

come thoroughly disgusted with that sort 
of thing. Inasmuch as we can only work 
through the regular parties, or through

INDEPENDENTS STOP. 


They Decide to Await the Re- 


sult of the Party Con- 


ventions. 


INDEPENDENTS MAY 
NOMINATE. 


No Action Will be Taken at the Different 


Caucuses. A Committee to Explain. 


Committee to Criticise the Caucus 


Act. 
Preliminaries Endorsed. 


The citizens who favored an independ- 


ent movement in municipal politics met 
last night in a room in the city hall and 
discussed their past action as a reforming 
body and considered the future. 


The work of the mectiug in short was a 


stopping of all action until after the con- 
ventions of both parties, when another 
meeting will be held to see if the parties 
have nominated men equal to the ideals 
and standards set by the independents. 
If the party nominees do not reach those 
standards, in the' estimation of the inde- 
pendents, independent nominations are 
threatened. 


The Meeting's Decision. 


It seemed to be the opinion of the meet- 


ing that the movement had accomplished 
the end for which it was begun—the caus- 
ing of agitation in regard to the caucuses 
so that there would not be a implication 
(as was said) of the last Republican cau- 
cus. It was believed the movement had 
accomplished a great good and that fur 
ther action, particularly in the direction 
of taking tickets to the caucuses was 
deemed inadvisable. In fact, so far as 
the movement's list of delegates are 
concerned one of the men present, and 
the best thinker and most rational of them 
was in iavor of withdrawing the list en- 
tirely on the grounds that such action 
would strengthen the position of the move- 
ment. It was reasoned that if the list of 
delegates was let stand and if the caucuses 
chose but few of the men mentioned on 
the lists, then if Independents should wish 
to move in tho future, it would have to 
labor against the work of the independ- 
ents. 


About the Press. 


Considerable was said about the pub- 


lished statements that the men chosen by 
the organization were not representative. 
D. J. Barber thought that when one man 
—presumably having in mind the editor of 
this paper—could suggest a list of names 
of representative men, a body of 
men such as the organization's committees 
could surely name representative men, 
too.

He is proud of being 
connected with the movement. Edwin 
Barnard had like feelings and considered 
the talk referred to as something of an 
outrage.

ganization iu a right light before the 
people. Thi$ was thought very necessary 
yy one man who admitted the public had 
an impression that the proceedings of the 
organization were conducted somewhat 
on the star-chamber plan. It was be- 
lieved the organization had been mis- 
represented in the newspapers and so the 
motion to appoint the committee on ex- 
planation was carried. The chair was 
;iven the appointing power and was in- 
cluded in the committee. 
The other 


members chosen are D. J. Barber and 
James E. Hunter. 


Ait Endorsement. 


A motion was passed endorsing the 


action of the men of both parties in call- 
ng preliminary meetings and encourag- 
ing the holding of such meetings by 
citizens not under party auspices. 


Canens Act Condemned. 


The caucus act was considered narrow 


>y the meeting, inasmuch as it did not 
provide for any nominations except those 
of the two leading parties without much 
cumbersome and round-about methods. 
The act was figuratively described as pro- 
viding a cart for party men to ride to the 
city hall while others wanted to get there 
md to walk. A committee was chosen to 
draw up resolutions pointing out this sup- 
posed defect in the act and it was proposed 
o place the resolutions in the hands 
of the representatives to the general court 
,0 that these men may be placed on record- 
The committee chosen for that purpose is 
W. Q. Cady, D. J. Barber, James E. Hun- 
er, Rev. A. B. Church and Alexander Mc- 
3ougall. 
These are the acts of the meeting that 


were worthy of notice. There was con- 
siderable desultory talk, prominent among 
which was a disorganizing sort of speech 
by John Bresnahan setting forth the purity 
of the workiugmen from political intrigue 
and expressing what he believes to be a 
dissatisfaction with the "head of the 
icket," Mr. Houghton. The men who 
took most part in the discussion were W. 
i. Sanford, Eev. A. B. Church, D. J. Bar- 
ber, E. A. Band, Alexander McDougall 
and those already mentioned. 


Edwin Barnard was the one who moved 
or the committee on explanation and 
Alexander Ford- made the motion that re- 
ulted in the appointing of the committee 
o draw up the resolutions regarding the 
caucus act. 


The meeting adjourned nntil a week 


from Monday to await the result of the 
conventions, and before adjournment 
here was talk of making the organization 
permanent.

The Republicans of ward 3 held a meet- 


ing in the parlors of Hoso 2 bouse on Cen- 
tre street last night to prepare for the 
coming canons. 
There was present a 


good-sized and very creditable representa- 
tion of the voters of tljo ward, and it was 
evident that they had come together for 
the purpose of doing honest work in the 
interests of ward 3 and the city of North 
Adams. 


The meeting was called to order shortly 


after 7.30 by R. B. Harvie, who briefly 
stated the object of the Catherine, which 
was to select seven men for delegates to 
the city convention and three for ward 
committee. He said it was desired to 
have everything fair and square and above 
board, and he hoped all present would 
take part and have a voice in the proceed- 
ings. 


W. H. Wood head was chosen chairman

I 
am here in

C. T. Phelps was called upon. He said 


a few voters had thought it well to call 
this meeting to talk over the situation. 
We are approaching our first experience 
in city government. We hear a great 
deal about cut-and-dried methods, but 
under the caucus law it is necessary for 
somebody to prepare 
tickets. 
If we 


should go into the caucus without prep- 
artion we should find no ballots ready 
and the outcome would be confusion and 
unsatisfactory results. A new issue has 
been raised by the Independents, viz:— 
whether we shall keep our party or- 
ganization 
and claim the right to 


nominate our candidates without dicta- 
tion, or lay down party lines altogether 
and go into the caucuses and nominate 
Republicans and Democrats indiscrimi- 
nately. Ward 3 is one of the largest wards 
in the city and will probably have the 
largest Republican majority, and so we 
thought it would be well for it to hold the 
first meeting and decide on the steps to be 
taken. J. R. Chippendale, F. W. Reed 
and others were called on to make re- 
marks, but they thought the object of the 
meeting had been made plain and simply 
indorsed whit had already been said. 


R. B. Harvie moved that a committee 


of three be appointed to present names 
for delegates and ward committee. J. R. 
Chippendale offered an amendment mak- 
ing the committee seven. 
The amend- 


ment was accepted and the chair appoint- 
ed as such committee John Parker, R. B. 
Harvie, J. R. Chippendale, William John- 
son, Albert Franchere, Albert Haskins 
and Mnj. A. J. Hough. 
The committee 


retired and after an absence of some 
time 
returned and reported a list 


of names. Some of the voters thought 
a larger list of names should be presented 
in order to give room for choice, and the 
committee was instructed to retire again 
and add seven or fourteen names to the 
list. They did their duty the first time, 
having been authorized to bring in only 
seven names Jor delegates and three for 
committee, but they now .retired again to 
follow the further instructions of the 
meeting. When the committee was again 
really to report C. T. Phelps moved that a 
vote be taken by ballot, no ballot to 
contain more than seven of the twenty, 
one names for delegates. This was voted. 
Several copies of the list of names were 
made and posted about the rooms and the 
voters were supplied with paper and pen- 
cils. The balloting then began with the 
understanding that the seven men having 
;he largest number of ballots should be 
,he choice of the meeting. C. T. Phelps, 
Arthur Wylde and George A, Hastings 
were appointed to collect and count the 
votes.

On motion of C. T. Phelps it was voted

Pbelps and Eugene Franchere. 


The mectingthen adjourned, allexpress- 
ng themselves as thoroughly satisfied 
with the action taken.

THE WARD MEETINGS 


The Republicans ofseverni of tha dif- 


ferent wards hare already called meet ings 
for consultation and conference. 
The 


other wards will probably do littBWi'

successful affair. 


These preliminary m«<>t1ng« «««m almost 


necessary as the rarjrns law now stand*. 
That law requires that delegates tn con- 
ventions be chosen hy printed ballots. 
Now, printing presses cannot he carried 
to and operated at ueven rlifterent cau- 
cuses next Tuesday evening, and If 
printed lists of delegates are to be had, 
they must be agreed upon and arrnrti<ed 
before tbe evening of the caucus. 


Now, 
all voters should have a free TOle<5 


and choice in making up this printed list. 
For a few (no matter how well-meaning 
they may be) to get together beforehand 
pick out a list of delegates and have the 
list printed on ballots and presented at 
the caucus, leaves the impression oil the 
masd of voters who attend the caucus 
that they themselves have very little to 
Bay or do about choosing their delegates. 
This is a bad situation on tlie face of it, 
for not only is it a fact that in this way 
the mass of voters are not heard, but it 
leaves a feeling that some few have been 
"running things." 


Now the only way to obviate this diffi 


culty is for all the voters of a party to get 
together in their respective wards before 
the caucuses are held and agree what the 
printed caucus ballots shall be. This 
gives all a chance to be heard. 
No one 


fixes up a little list of his own, prints it 
and has it rushed through the caucus 
because there is no other legal printed 
ballot there. 


Tbe Republicans of ward 3 last night 


held a most sensible mooting. In an or- 
derly and earnest way city affairs were 
discussed, everyone had a chance to be 
heard, and in the freest and fairest way 
the voters present expressed their prefer- 
ence for those they would have on the 
printed caucus ballot for delegates to the 
city convention. That is the right way of 
doing business. It is the Republican way 
—every man to have a voice. 


Now if the Republicans and Democrats 


alike have ward meetings before the 
caucuses are held, calmly and harmoni- 
ously decide on whom thry prefer for 
delegates to the city conventions, give all 
• chance to be heard, it will result in 
better feeling and in a better and 
more representative selection of dele- 
gates. Then, too, no one can say he has 
not had a chance to be heard in his party's 
councils. There will be no charge of 
some trickster getting up a printed list 
and running it through. 


While these preliminary meetings 'are 


really first editions of tho caucus yet 
they seem necessary under the ballot law 
provision about printed ballots. 
Then 


too, any differences of opinion may be 
known before the decisive caucus night, 
and be thought over and brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion at the caucus. 
This is worth a great deal. 


The ward meetings are right in prLnol 


pie. Every man should attend them 
when they are called. 


NARROW DEMOCRATIC CHOICE. 


What would the American voter do if 


he did not have presidential possibilities 
to talk about and think about ? The politi- 
cal game of candidates is like the game o: 
checkers, and on-lookers will pass com- 
ment. 


But within a few weeks the Democratic 


presidential possibilities have been chang- 
ing positions rapidly and a review of their 
movements may not be out of place. We 
quote in part from an exchange, which 
mays: 


While republicans are almost perplexec 
by the wealth of presidential talent thai 
may confront them in their next nations 
convention, the logic of events, the ver- 
dict of the people at the polls and individ- 
ual disinclination to butt a -trail are com- 
bining to make comparatively straight 
the path of the national Democratic con- 
vention, 
Ex-Secretary William C. Whitney of 
New York was considered by many Demo- 
crats to be the most available man to lead 
their forlorn hope in next year's presi- 
dential campagn, but he has come out in 
an interview to the effect that he is not 
an aspirant for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, and he settles the matter by declar- 
ing that he would not accept the candi- 
dncv under any circumstances. 


Mr. Whitney's unequivocal statement 
leaves the Democrrtic partv with a some- 
what abridged list of presidential possi- 
bilities, in siuht or as dark horses. Atone 
time David B. Hill was rightly regarded as 
• strong candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for president, but a scrips o 
reverses, the like ot which fall to com- 
paratively few men, have rendered his se- 
lection to lead his party in 1896 as improb- 
able as that of the politically moribund 
ex-Gov. Boies of Iowa. 


Bx-Oov. Campbell of Ohio was nomi- 
nated in the recent campaign for the ex- 
press purpose of cutting down Busbnell's 
majority for governor to a vanishing 
point, and if he had succeeded then 
would have been a strong movement for 
bis nomination as Democratic candidate 
for president. Tbe Republican majority 
In the Buckeye State went up instead of 
down, however, and Campbell as a presi- 
dential possibility is as dead as Julius 
Cresar; while Brice the inter-State sena- 
tor, has been forced to make tracks from 
a State which will probably know him 
no more politically forever. 
Gorman of Maryland wag once an avail 
tbe Democratic nomination 
•bte man for tbe 


but he has been utterly repudiated by hi< 
constituents, and the Democrats could de- 
rise no surer way of committing political 
luicide than to place him at the head of 
their national ticket. 
Carlisle, once the admired of leading 
men in both parties, has succumbed to tho 
enervating influences of Cleveland's c*b- 
net and has hecoino a political non-de- 
senpt who is without honor iu his own 
state or any other. 
The Democratic presidential field is 


therefore fairly well cleared, and it is 
comparatively easy for the party leaders 
to see what they must do. Tto«) conspicu- 
ous figures in tbo Democratic camp ate 
now President Cleveland and Col. William 
a Morrison of 
Illinois, with ex-Gov. 
Rmsell of Massachusetts in the buck 
;round; and unless Whitney withdraws 
us declination in advance of a nomina- 
tion, the chances are that the Democrats 
will flnd themselves compelled to make 
their choioB from two names since Mr. 
Russell is likely to follow tho example ot 
Whitney. 


Morriaon has been publicly nominated 


by Hill aud although his candidacy has 
not been considered seriously by many 
people, the theory of political probabili- 
ties on tbe Democratic side plainly points 
either to his nomination or the renomina- 
tion of Cleveland with th« certain promi- 
nence of tbe third term iasuo, so eloquent- 
ly raised by our Democratic tnejids when 
a third term was proposed-for Oen. Grant. 
Whatever may be the Democratic out- 
como, it is pretty welt settled that the 
Republicans have little need to wony 
over the .situation. 


Tbo no-called citizens' movement, It 


•eerni to mi, acted wisely last evening in 
deciding not to get out printed lists of 
dulegates for tbe several wards and witb 
these enter the caucuses of the regular 
parties. There is going tn be a full arid 
tair hearing ot all voters in each ward 
before and at. tb» caucuses, and tbe voters 
ot these wards urt> abundantly able (or 
think they art), to choose their own dele- 
gate*, livery member ot tbe citizens' 
movement will lmv« lus .proper part and 
shure in tun wurd cancti» That it as 
muoh UN any uiie tiatt.

Let us not lose sight of tbo two greatest 


points in starting our new city—the selec- 
tion of the very best men for city officials 
and harmony. By minority representa- 
tion, the minority party in town will have 
ita voice in the council. If that party has 
better men for any office than the major- 
ity party has, we hope to see such on the 
ticket of both parties. That is sensible 
non-partisanship in city affaire. 


It is very desirable that among the 


members of the city council shall be a 
number of those who now are most con- 
versant with the town's financial affairs. 
The prudential and finance committee 
should be largely represented. In chang- 
ing to a city, we do not change our finan- 
cial obligations, nor can we dispense with 
the best'experience of our town govern- 
ment. 


There is no likelihood that there will be 


any independent nominations made. The 
regular parties will act too wisely to stir 
up any just resentment anywhere. At the 
same time, it will be unwise to swing 
clubs over either Republican or Demo- 
cratic heads or indulge in any foolish and 
unnecessary threats. They are not in 
order just now. 


There can be little doubt but that Ben- 


jamin Harrison is an active candidate for 
the Republican nomination for President 
of the United States. Evidences multiply 
that bis friends are conducting an earnest 
campaign to secure for their favorite this 
nomination. 
Indiana has pronounced 


boldly for him. 


At the ward meetings the delegates tit- 


test to represent the wards in the cit> 
convention should be chosen for the cau- 
cus ballots, no matter who bas or who has 
not endorsed them. Let there be no prej- 
udice in any way, Let the work be done 
on a broad-guage plan. 


Let every voter of North Adams re- 


member first and foremost that he is a 
citizen of North Adams; that he desires 
the town's harmony and so its strength; 
and that he will not encourage any petty 
spirit of strife or useless fault-finding. 


North Adams will begin Its career as a 
city under the most favorable auspices, 
with sucb a man as Albert C. Houghton 
for mayor. That both parties are for him 
is anotner encouraging sign, and will give 
rise to tbe hope that tne ttoosac City will 
stick to non-partisanship in municipal af- 
fairs.—Boston Journal.

EDITOR TEA.NSCKIPT:—It pains me be- 


yond measure to say that I have been a 
,ramp. My suffering in mind and body I 
when a member of that hungry and un- 
washad army has caused me to take a 
lively interest in auy scheme which aims 
at the amelioration of that much-abused 
and unfortunate class. The establishment 
of the lodging house is a step in the right 
direction, lor a police station is no place 
to shelter or rest'those who in too many 
instances are walking stock farms, besides 
an honest man who 
is 
unfortunate 


enough to be a "hoby" shrinks from en- 
tering a police cell under any protest. I 
maintain that, if we are to come up to 
the standard of humanity exhibited by 
older nations; every town should have 
a "rest" for the unfortunate and needy. 
It would tend to the lessening of damage 
dona by men who have to hunt and 
scheme for a hole or shelter for the night. 
Such "rests,1 should be self-supporting. 
Work should be tha exchanges for rest 
and food, and do not dole the latter out 
for the hungry wretch lo cry aloud, as 
little Oliver Twist did years ago, for 
"more." This is too common and smacks 
of the worst kind of meanness. 


My knowledge has been gained in the 


most practical manner, and I am thinking 
that such knowledge would be worth dis- 
seminating widely through this land. 
However, I merely just now want to say 
that these "rests" should always be ar- 
ranged EO that the applicant could clean 
up, "boil up," and should also have a sul- 
phur fumigator. Don't let it be said that 
you, like the giant in the story, will "grind 
his bones to make my bread." Compara- 
tively, you are here free from tramps. Go 
along the great lines of railway and you 
will Indeed be surprised at their number, 
and, as I know them well, let me assnre 
you that although there are many who 
will deceive you, as the farmer told Mr. 
Allen, there are thousands who are sim- 
ply unfortunate; some fallen by the way- 
side never to rise, others, hoping almost 
against hope for something to turn np 
which will land them where they can 
once more get the comforts and position 
of civilized life.

SULTAN SHOULD STEP OUT. 


Sentiment Embodied In Resolutions Adopted by 


Friends of Armenians. 


NEW YORK, Nov. '&.—A large audience 


assembled at Cuickcring hall last night, at 
the call of the Armenian Belief associa- 
tion, to protest against Turkish barbarities 
and to appeal to the powers to protect 
Christians and Armenians in Turkey. 
President Seth Low of Columbia college 
presided, and made a short address. Bev. 
Father Dueey made a speech, and Varlan 
Dilloogan, an Armenian Christian, who 
escaped the massacres of lost summer, re- 
lated his experiences. The following reso- 
lutions were adopted: 


That In our opinion the Sultan of Turkey has 


forfeited all right to rule over the Armenian 
people. 
That we respectfully nrga our government 


to make every possible effort to induce tl* 
governments of Christendom to arouse them- 
selves from their apathy Mid put an end to 
tins intolerable utate of affairs, which threat- 
ens with extermination thousands »nd thou- 
sands of Innocent fellow beings. 
That we urge upon our government also to 


do everything in its power to preserve the 
fruits of American missionary toll. 
That we express our ardent sympathy with 


the unutterable Bufferings of this persecuted 
race, and that we call upon all the people of 
Christendom to insist that these unutterable 
sufferings shall cease. 


President Dow, 
in his speech, said that 


the powers of Europe were to blame for 
the existing state of affairs, and particu- 
larly England, for she had, after 
the 


Crimean war, practically guaranteed the 
protection 
of Christians in Turkey.

Thompson, John Hames and Bev. C. W. 
E. Boyd,

resentative on Valkyrie. I asked that 
both vessels bo remeasured Immediately, 
marked externally, and that the commit- 
tee take charge of them until they were 
remeasured, that being—surely every man 
of sense must see —the only possible means 
for eificient investigation and authorita- 
tive decision upon the question. 


Complaint Not Alade In Secret. 


"I, myself, in the presence of three or 


four other gentlemen, had a long talk on 
the subject with the official measurer of 
the New York Yacht club. There was no 
concealment in the matter. The official 
measurer, all the people belonging to 
Valkyrie, all those on Defender and thu 
committee knew about my complaint, and 
yet the attempt is now made to prejudice 
me in the eyes of two countries by accus- 
ing me of making from the security of 
my home an entirely new charge which I 
did not dare to make on the other side of 
the Atlantic, and a charge stigmatized as 
almost a gross and deliberate insult. 


"Why those interested in Defender did 


not insist that immediate steps be taken 
to prove the groundlessness of my com- 
plaint, I do not know. The fact remains 
that .the necessary steps were not taken. 
I could not prove my case. It could only 
be proved by the committee, and the com- 
mittee having neglected to secure proot 
one way or the other, there was nothing 
left for me to do. 


"As a matter of fact, I believed the sub- 


ject would not be publicly mentioned in 
New York, and I took measures to pre- 
vent its publicly being mentioned here. 
But, to my surprise, the committee re- 
ported upon it to the New York Yacht 
club, and the club gave the report to the 
public press. Reading the facts as they 
are set out rn that report, anyone would 
suppose that my complaint was disproved 
by the results of the remeasuremeuts, 
though, obviously, that was not the case, 
and I could not,by silence appear to coun- 
tenance such an erroneous conclusion. 


Wouldn't Dfsnppolnt Crowd. 


"It has been said that I should have re- 


fused to start in the first race until the 
vessels were remeasured, and have broken 
off the contest altogether. The race was 
about to be started, some 60,000 people 
were out on some 200 steamers, and I 
should have had to get my boat out, pull 
aboard the committee's vessel, refuse to 
start, and should have been accused by the 
public and press of unwillingness to sail 
because the weather was not suited to me, 
and deliberate rudeness toward a great 
multitude of people, who had paid to see 
the race. 


"Bear In mind that I have gained the 


great point that the vessels were ordered 
to be plainly and visibly marked exter- 
nally. Now, is it not strange that if my 
complaint can legitimately bear the hein- 
ous complexion now placed upon it no 
indignation was expressed when it was 
made in September? 


"As I have already offered, I will at any 


Inconvenience to myself do the best to as- 
sist the club, even if it Involves visiting 
America. The club will do its utmost to 
sift the matter thoroughly and impartially. 
That Is quite certain. 


•'I am also accused of desiring to insult 


the American nation. My Ideas are not so 
large or ambitious. Tho contract is en- 
tirely much too big for me. 


"If I have suffered by my natural anx- 


iety to avoid giving offense .to people for 
whom I entertain only feelings of respect 
and affection, I do not regret it; but the 
good opinion of those among whom I live 
Is vary precious to m«~" 


May Hunt In Wyoming. 


CHEYKNNE, Wy., Nov. 28.—Judge Belner 


in the federal court yesterday released un- 
der a writ of habeas corpus Race Horse, a 
Bannock Indian, arrested for violation of 
Wyoming's gaming laws in Jackson's 
Hole. The court decided that the Indiana 
have the right under their treaty to hunt 
in Wyoming. 


Vaux's Body Found. 


BROOKLYN, Nov. 22.—The body of Cal- 


vert Vaux, the landscape artist, who has 
been missing since Tuesday last, was 
found in the water at Bath beach yester- 
day. It is supposed that Mr. Vaux wan- 
dered down to the shore and was acci- 
dentally drowned.

Sultan at Last Gives Evidence, ol Intentions

These instructions aro intended to pre- 


vent troubles and quell disorders. Ac- 
cording to the published text of the In- 
structions, the vails are held responsible 
for the outbreaks, and they are exhorted 
to usa the utmost vigilance for the protec- 
tion of foreign subjects and foreign con- 
sulates. 
It is further announced that 


they must telegraph a report of the state 
of affairs In tlieir respective districts to 
tho government at Constantinople every 
21 hours.
